Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6, 13-18 and 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by FaghriC308). 

The patent of Faghri ('308) in Figures 1-7 discloses applicant's claimed invention. The 
space and microwave systems/devices are considered to include some type of antenna system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7-12 and 19-23 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
See at least figures 3-4 in Faghri ('308) where a phase change material and heat pipes are 
within a chamber and the chamber exterior wall surface can certainly transfer heat.
